LONDON.  Sept.  18—  The  confer- 
enc-  between  a  representative  group 
cf  employers,  headed  by  Lord 
Metchatt  (formerly  Sir  Alfred 
Mond».  and  the  General  Council  of 
the  Trades  Union  Congress,  ls 
reaching  the  practical  stage  after

Already  statements  which  have 
been  agreed  to  by  both  sides  have 
been  Issued  on  the  questions  of 
trade  union  recognition  and  vic- 
timization, to  which  the  union  lead- 
ers attach  considerable  importance.

Mr  Dowie.  who  has  been  away 
since  May.  has  gained  a  number  of 
ideas  about  agriculture  in  the  Old 
Country  and  in  Canada  during  his 
tour.  He  is  Impressed  with  the 
magnitude  of  the  Dominion  harvest, 
and  believes  that  more  and  more 
Australia  will  find  it  necessary  to 
borrow  ideas  from  bulk  production 
as  demonstrated  in  Canada,  par- 
ticularly in  saving  the  bagging  of 
wheat,  and  its  shipment  in  bulk  to 
countries  of  export. 

As  a  pastoralist  he  thinks  that 
the  Australian  is  ahead  of  the  Brit- 
isher in  treatment  and  use  of  grasses 
for  foodstuffs,  nnd  that  the  Aus- 
tralians are  better  able  to  get  re- 
i  suits  out  of  n  light  rainfall,  such  as 
characterize  his  stnte  of  Victoria,  the 
average  being  about  the  same  as  in 
this  part  of  Vancouver  Island  The 
Old  Country  farmers  are  amazed, 
he  finds,  that  grain  lands  are  being 
cultivated  with  an  average  of  only 
ten  inches  of  rain  per  year,  and  this 
he  attributes  to  the  Australian  prac- 
tice of  Summer  fallowing  and  in- 
tensive cultivation  of  the  soil,  with 
fertilizer  applications 

He  was  much  Impressed  with  the 
effort  to  push  back  the  limit  of  farm 
lands  In  Scotland,  moorland  which 
has  been  given  over  to  hunting  in 
the  Highlands  now  being  treated 
chemically  and  producing  an  abund- 
ance of  white  clover.

The  Haguelgate  Bridge  is  closely 
identified  with  the  -history  of  the 
Hazelton  district.  There  was  for- 
mally a  structure  across  the  Bulkley  I 
River  near  the  site  of  the  one  that 
||  now  condemned — a  bridge  that  { 
was  unique  among  the  avenues  for 
passage  across  the  Interior  streams. 
This  was  a  structure  that  was 
planned  and  built  by  the  Haguel- 
gate Indians,  who  used  poles  cut 

irom  the  woods  nearby,  and.  b  

them  in  place  by  the  use  of  wire 
that  had  been  left  along  the  line  of 
the  projected  telegraph  route  which 
was  to  connect  the  American  cen- 
tres with  Asia  and  eventually 
Europe  by  way  of  Bering  Straits. 

It  is  said  that  the  Indians.  In 
older  to  test  the  bridge  after  Its 
(ompletlon.  had  a  goodly  number  of 
the  females  of  the  tribe  cross  over 
at  once.  The  story  Is  not  confirmed, 
and  probably  existed  only  In  the 
imagination  of  romantic  writers. 

The  condemned  bridge,  which  was 
a  suspension  one.  dates  back  to  the 
days  of  the  construction  of  the 
OTP  through  the  central  part  of 
the  province  Visions  were  formed, 
when  the  railway  was  projected,  of 
a  series  of  flourishing  cities  along

also  the  period  In  which  most  British 
capital  had  come  to  Canada.  A 
parallel  condition  was  being  experi- 
enced In  connection  with  Australia 
today. 

"One  of  the  means  of  quicker  de- 
velopment of  this  country  would  be 
by  way  of  migration;  I  am  quite 
satisfied  that  Canada  wishes  and 
needs  more  British  settlers.  There 
is  no  question  of  competition  be- 
tween the  two  countries."  urged  His 
Lordship,  who  spoke  of  'he  cordial 
welcome  he  nad  received  all  througn 
Canada  from  people  anxious  for 
British  lot  tiers,  who  cxpres.se,  the 
wish  that  the  tradition  of  the  race 
might  thus  be  maintained  in  this 
country 

HISTORY  OF  S<  HF.M | 

In  the  ertrlior  part  af  his  address. 
Lord  Lovat  touched  on  the  history 
Of  "he  movement  which  h:  repre- 
sents. Il  wa.s  Mr  Joseph  Chamber- 
lain, "one  of  the  far -seeing  men 
of  his  time,"  who  had  appointed  a 
royal  commission  composed  of  lead- 
ing statesmen  of  the  day.  to  con- 
duct a  survey  aimed  at  measuring 
the  Empires  possibilities  Aftar 
studvlng  the  conditions  for  eight 
years,  this  commission  had  some  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  first  and 
:nost  necessary  thing  was  the  best 
use  of  the  white  population  of  the 
Empire;  alter  that  the  development 
of  the  Empire's  MMtl  These  con- 
siderations nowhere  were  more  im- 
portant than  In  Canada.  His  per- 
sonal observations  convinced  him 
that  the  solution  applied  to  British 
Columbia  also,  for  here  was  a  Drov- 
lnce  rich  In  every  natural  resource, 
sparsely  populated,  and  with  a  cltl- 
zenrv  who  wlAhed  to  continue  along 
the  lines  and  traditions  which  had 
istabllshed  themselves  in  the  coun- 
try already. 

Mr.  Chamberlain's  -urvey  was  the 
forerunner  of  the  Imperial  Confer- 
ence of  1921.  at  which  ..ir  Melghen 
had  suggested  that  action  be  taken 
by  Ac*,  of  Parliament  The  Over 
yeas  Settlement  Act  was  the  out- 
come The  objects  of  this  were  to 
distribute  prpulati'-n  where  !t  would 
do  good  and  make  good.  and.  sec- 
ond, to  develop  the  Empire  as  a 
whole.  This  act  had  taken  the 
shupe  of  the  present  migration 
work

Aus- 
tralia and  New  Zealand  Unem- 
ployment am»ng  grown  men  who 
had  been  accustomed  to  work  was 
only  a  temporary  evil;  their  char- 
acter would  not  permanently  suffer 
by  unemployment  But  it  was  a  very 
serious  thing  for  boys  leaving  school 
not  to  have  employment  of  some 
kind:  It.  was  a  question  which  af- 
fected the  race  for  the  future,  and 
It  wa«  with  the  future  rather  than 
the  past  that  they  were  concerned 
The  work  of  the  voluntary  societies 
was  praised  Those  boys  who  had 
come  to  this  country  were  making 
good  in  most  instances;  some  had 
sent  bark  for  other  members  of  their 
families. 

"The  backbone  of  all  voluntary  so- 
cieties Is  always  the  ladies.'  com- 
mented the  speaker,  who  indicated 
one  field  of  usefulness  to  which  such 
an  organization  as  that  which  he 
was  addressing  might  bend  Its  ener- 
gies.

MORE  DAIRIES  NEEDED. 
SAYS  J.  A.  CAULDER 

(  anada    Will    Have    to    Import    l  it 
U  rn    Million    round  >    ot  Ituttoi 
I  at    1'iesideiit   I'oints  Out 

REOIN A,  Sept.  18— "Undoubtedly 
the  total  make  of  butter  in  Canada 
this  year  will  not  come  within  fif- 
teen or  twenty  million  pounds  of 
.supplying  our  own  need."  said  J. 
A.  Caulder.  president  of  the  Na- 
tional Dairy  Council  of  Canada,  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Mort- 
gage 8l  Investments  Association 
here.  "It  is  perhaps  more  correct, 
however,  to  say  that  the  develop- 
ment has  not  kept  pace  with  the 
increased  population  and  Increased 
purchastiix  nmver  of  the  country, 
so  that  whereas  in  1924  we  had  an 
exportable  surplus  of  approximately 
kwents  five  million  pounds,  we  will 
undoubtedly     Import     fifteen  or 

rent]  nilllion  pounds  in  the  fiscal 
year  ending  March  31,  1929,"  he 
continued 

Canada  consumes  approximately 
twenty-eight  pounds  of  butter  per 
capita  per  vear.  undoubtedly  the 
highest  per  capita  consumption  in 
the  world.  Mr.  Caulder  explained 
"In  Eastern  Canada  they  have  very 
large  exports  of  fluid  milk  and 
cream,  also  condensed  and  evapor- 
ated milk,  to  the  United  States 
Our  milk  power  factories  are  ship- 
ping their  product  all  over  the 
world.  Canada's  rhe*se  is  still  the 
best  cheese  in  the  world  and  com- 
mands the  highest  price.  Our  beet 
butter  Is  as  good  as  the  best  in 
tbe  world,  our  average  possibly  not 
Qp  to  the  average  of  Denmark.  New 
Zealand  and  Australia  However, 
the  fact  that  we  do  make  fQOd 
rreamerv  butter  is  clearly  proven 
by  the  fact  that  In  1925  two  Saak- 
atchewan  buttermakers,  both  still 
aaefclng  butter  in  this  province,  won 

the  Ant  end  eaoond  prises.  con- 
Fisting  of  the  gold  and  stiver  medal*, 
at  the  London  Dairy  Show  under 
the  auspices  of  the  British  Dairy 
Farmers'  Association,  and  again  in 
1927  the  same*  buttermakers  won 
honorable  mention,  but  were  not 
fottunate  enough  to  secure  the  gold 
and   silver  medals." 

Reviewing  the  development  of  the 
western  dairy  Industry,  Mr  Caulder 
dreyv  attention  to  the  fact  thftt  a 
distinguished  pioneer  from  the  dis- 
trict of  Moose  Jaw  delivered  to  the 
old  Government  Creamery  at  the 
city  mentioned  In  1893  the  prod- 
ucts of  5,800  pounds  of  milk,  for 
which  he  received  the  sum  of  $28. 
being  payment  in  full  for  241  11 
pounds  of  butter  fat,  of  slightly 
less  than  14  cents  per  pound.  To- 
day dairy  farmers  In  Regina  dis- 
trict received  75  cents  per  pound  of 
butter  fat  for  their  whole  milk,  or 
almost  five  and  one  half  times  as 
much. 

One  of  the  difficulties  which  as 
president  of  the  Dalrv  Council  of 
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Canada,  he  had  to  face  was  the 
difficulty  of  interesting  tne  farmers, 
who  have  in  recent  years  received 
approximately  $1.50  per  bushed  for 
wheat,  in  dairy  work  Thirty  cent 
butter  fat  cannot  compete  v.  ith  $1  50 
wheat,  but  he  did  maintain  that 
lorty  cent  butter  fat  will.

The  place  of  astronomy,  one  of 
the  most  exact  of  the  sciences.  In 
determining  the  dates  of  Important 
historical  happenings,  was  ex- 
plained In  the  Interesting  address 
which  Mr.  A.  B  Sanders  gave  at  the 
meeting  Of  the  Overseas  League 
By  their  knowledge  of  total  eclipses 
of  the  sun.  rare  events  the  exact 
date  and  place  of  which  could  be 
worked  out.  scientists  had  been  able 
to  fix  with  accuracy  the  datas  of 
such  events  as  the  TsMatlllie*  of 
Ulysscf  In  Ithaca  and  the  Pall  of 
Troy. 

Mr  Sanders  delved  into  the  re- 
motest period  of  civilization,  giving 
reasons  why  this  could  be  traced 
back  beyond  5000  B.C..  He  also  de- 
fined "civilization"  as  meaning  an 
organized  society  In  which  were 
found  priests,  lawyers,  luxuries,  etc. 
8clence  had  fixed  the  approximate 
date  of  the  deluge  as  5000  B.C.  The 
cataclysm  was  described  as  prob- 
ably "exaggerated  in  history."  be- 
ing caused  by  the  sudden  thawing 
of  an  Ice-cap  left  by  the  ice-age  in 
Armenia.  The  moraine  breaking, 
the  whole  country  was  inundated. 

The  value  of  mud-strata  In  deter- 
mining time  was  also  refered  to. 
By  means  of  these,  geologists  knew 
that  12,000  years  ago  the  whole  of 
Scandinavia  was  under  Ice.  The 
most  Important  date  regarding  the 
last  glacial  epoch  came  from  Can- 
ada itself  B  was  known  that  20.- 
000  years  ago  the  ice-cap  reached 
down  to  the  Great  Lakes.  There 
had  been  four  great  glacial  epochs, 
four  times  the  Ice  advancing,  four 
times  retreating,  the  retreat  being 
succeeded  on  each  occasion  by  an 
advance  of  snlmal  and  plant  life 
With  this  knowledge  science  knew 
that  the  world  was  not  less  than 
many  thousands  of  year*  old.  and 
that  man  dated  back  to  the  Plels- 
toc#ne  age 

The  dating  of  far  vaster  periods 
in  the  earth's  history  was  now  done 
by  means  of  gauges  used  to  measure 
the  period  required  for  the  disin- 
tegration of  uranium  blocks  By 
such  means  It  had  been  possible  to 
arrive  at  an  estimate  of  the  date 
of  the  Carboniferous.  pre-Cambrlan 
and  other  geologic  ages  Two  prin- 
cipal methods  ware  admitted  in 
estimating  the  asre  of  the  earth  lt- 
aelf.  one  being  by  the  lengthening  of 
the  dav.  the  other  bv  the  eccen 
trlcitv  of  the  orbit  of  Mercury  By 
means  of  these  two  methods  It  was 
estimated  that  the  earth  was  five 
thousand  million  years  old  at  least 
although  not  more  than  eight  thou- 
sand million 

"A  realization  of  these  great  dis- 
tances and  time  calculations  helps 
to  broaden  the  mind  of  man  We 
are  a  great  imperial  race,  and 
should  think  broadly  and  as  far  as 
possible  without  prejudices."  said 
the  lecturer  In  concluding  his  in- 
teresting talk 

Colonel  Harrison,  the  president,
